RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 7th April 1965 

No, Ind-3(24) /64. —The Committee on Electric Furnaces, Steel Foundries and 
Steel Re-rolling Mills appointed in July, 1956. under the Chairmanship of Shri 
B. B. Saksena, Joint Secretary in the erstwhile Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, had inter alia made an assessment of the capacity of existing re-rOlling 
mills in the country. The assessment revca’ed considerable disparity between 
the sanctioned capacity of the units and their actual capacity. However, it was 
felt that further detailed technical scrutiny was necessary. Subsequently, during 
1960-61, when there was a period of abundance of billets as a result of the time- 
lag between commencement of steel production and the commissioning of finishing 
mills of the main steel works, the billet re-rollers were free to indent for as much 
quantity of billets as could be consumed by them. The production recorded 
during this period would, it was considered, reflect the capacity of the billet re- 
rollers more or less realistically. It was. therefore decided to fix the bille* 
entitlement of the re-rollers working on billets on the basis of production recorded 
during this period. Even this criterion was not fully satisfactory and there have 
been representations to the Government for fixing the capacity of the various 
re-rolling units—both scrap-based and billet-based on a more realistic basis, 
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The Government of India have, therefore, decided to set up a Technical Com¬ 
mittee to make a rational assessment of the capacity of the re-rolling mills. The 
composition of the Committee wiU be as follows:—

The Committee will—^ 

(a) assess the capacity of rc-rolling mills whether working on billets or 

scrap; 

(b) recommend what types of merchant products the re-rolling mills can 

roll economically; and 

(c) Indicate what units are out-dated and/or un-economic. 

The Committee will submit its report b.v the end of August, 1965.
